LETTER IV. 
ON WATER BAPTISM. 


Lrverroot, Jane 14, 1847, 

Reverend and Dear Sir:—Yon, sir, need no 
argument to convince you that waTER Baprism 
is the first ordinance, after faith and repent- 
ance, that initiates the believer into the king- 
dom of God. 

The kingdom of God is to be established up- 
on the earth, according to the pattern of the 
heavenly order, which is the first principle 
taught in the mempruble prayer of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which ptayer will be pertinent to 
all believers on earth, antil the object of tke 
prayer is fally achieved, aud the kingdoms of 
this wortd have aniversally become the king- 
dom of God. And if we were to search the 
kingdom of God from-exe end to the other,and 
from side to side, we should not And « single 
adult believet in the whole beaven, who had not 
beeu baptized with water. 

Do you ask why I make seach a beid decla- 
ration, and how I know this seemingly exclu- 
sive and uncharitable truth? I know it, sir, 
by the voice of God from the heavens, and this 
voice is to you as well as me, if you will receive 
it. Do not you believe the scripture that saith, 
“except a man be born of the WateR and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God? I know that you believe this scriptare, 
and am persuaded that your ingenious mind 
will not seek to pervert it from its plain and 
obvioes import. 

Whatever an over-jealous mind may fear con- 
cerning the state of the penitent thief on the 
cross, and ef devout and upright men that 
have lived and died in every age Of the world, 
still let God’s word be accounted true, and 
every man that gainsays it be esteemed a liar! 
No man ever puts on tae uniform of Christ’s 
followers,such as is worn by the subjects of the 
_ kingdom of Christ, until he is “‘ baptized into 
Christ” for “‘ remission of sins.” Hereby he 
“pats on Christ.” When an ambassador of 
Christ finds a man or woman that heartily re- 
pents of-his or her rebellion against the laws of 
Christ, he baptizes him unto repentance for 
“remission of sins.” By the ordinance of bap- 
tism the rebellious subject virtually says, I 
hereby signify to all men my repentance; and 
the lawful administrator as virtually says, on 
the part of Jesus Christ, whose Ambassador I 
am, (being called by revelation, and being 
authorized to act in his name, and for him,) I 
pronounce this person’s sins remitted, according 
to his genuine repentance and faith in Christ. 

Now, sir, what objection can there be for s 
man sent from God to remit sins by baptism, in 
the name and by the suthority of the King of 
heaven? If Christ has power on earth to for- 
give and remit sins, may he He not send for- 
giveness and remission by another, even by 
whom he will? And will not such a remission 
and forgiveness of sins be as valid as though 
he administered the ordinance himself? Un- 
douabtedly it will be indisputably valid. And 
what ordinance is so beautifully significant as 
that which expresses both the penitence of the 
subject, and the cordial acceptance of the Ruler 
and Lord? 

Has not Jesus Christ a right to remit sins by 
baptism unto repentance? Who shall say that 
the penitent believer’s sins are not remitted by 
baptism? Who shall lay any sins to his charge? 
Is it not God that justifies? Has not Christ 
died? Has he not a right to say who are fit 
subjects for baptism? Has he not a right te 
say by what ordinance sins shall be remitted? 
He has never said that repentance apd faith 
shall secure remission of sins to apy one with- 
out baptiam. It is not in the power of any 
man or angel to find a license in the Bible to 
receive a person into the kingdom of God with- 
out baptism, Jesus Christ hes never given any 
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aeeene but, on the other hand, He hus explicit- 
ly said, in the most anequivucal language poe 
sible, that wo MAN can “ euter the kingdom ” 
without water baptism, or being “ buru of the 
water.” 

Do you ask, if I call beptiem a saving ordi- 
mance? I reply, that repentanec and fuith will 
not save any body in the kingdom of God with» 
out baptism. Some men, whose crimes are an- 
pardonable in this world, may, and doubtless 
do, repent aad believe; bat they cannot be 
baptized for the femission -of sins, nor forgiven 
“ antil the times of refreshing come from the 
presence of the Lord in the restitution of all 


‘| things.” Righteous Noah was ‘“‘saved by 


wuter;” and the apostle Peter, rehearsing the 
fact, says, that baptiom saved believers in his 
day in Ake manner. 

You, sir, must be perfectly aware thapJesus 
Christ bas said, by the mouth of his servant 
Joho, that sarrism constitutes mo less import- 
ance of charactet than one of the THREE GREAT 
wirnesses of adoption and citizenship into the 
kingdom of God on the earth-—the Srinre, the 
Warer, and the Bioop. These three bear 
witness on the earth, and agree in one. One of 
these rHrkx performs the double office of bear- 
ing witness on the earth, and also of bearing 
record in heaven, Three witnesses appear to 
be fequisite in order to prove our title good to 
a place in the kingdom of God; and the testi- 
mony of these rurEx, and nothing less, is 
corded in heaven by the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost. Who will dare to say that the rorez 
in hea¥en Will accept of the testimony of the 
two witnesses on earth, when God has ex- 
plicitly said that he requires the testimony of 
THREE, and nothing less? 

Do we forget that all men ate to be judged 
out of the books? And if the books show the 
abeence of one wirnzss, and the consequent 
disagreement of the three before named, can 
that person that is thus deficient of testimony, 
stand acquitted from the books out of which he 
is judged? By no means! The wit- 
nesses will agree in one; and when they agree, 
the Spirit will bear the testimony of the Water 
and the Blood to the recording angel, and these 
united with his own seal, will be placed on rec- 
ord until the books are brought forward for 
jadging the nations of the earth: 

’ Farthermore, no man can ever be born of the 
Spirit until be has first been born of the water. 


The Holy Ghost will never condescend to be-. 


come the covenaut-guide and instructor, and 
holy comforter of any one, until he has been 
baptized or born of water. Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye were baptized? Peter 
told penitent believers that they might receive 
the Holy Ghost after they were baptised; so 
said John the Baptist to those he baptized. If, 
in a-single instance, the Holy Ghost was given 
before baptism, still it was no part of Christ’s 
instructions to hie apostles ever to confer the 
Holy Ghost anti] after baptism—and then it 
was done by the laying on of hands. - 

Men may receive a measure of the Spirit of 
God before baptiem (even as a clild has in em- 
bryo the germ of life before parturition;) but 
no one has a large measure of the Spirit, nor 
has any covenant claim to the Spirit, or in other 
words, can be born of the Spirit, antil he has 
been baptized in water. “Jesus came by water,” 
and was beptized in water for the remission of 
the origival sins of the world. He knew that 
baptism for the remission of sin was necessary 
as an example, and also that by his * obedience 
many might be made righteous,” even as by the 
“offence of One, many were made sinners.” Je- 
sus needed not only the testimony of water 
“baptism, but also, after baptism, the testimony 
of the other witness—the Holy Ghost. The 
Holy Ghost was a personage inferior in office 
to himeelf, but still the Holy Ghost was confer- 
red upon him, while coming out of the water in 
“the form of = dove.” 


The third witness to adoption is the “Cup of 
Blessing, or Sacramental Cup of Wine,” which, 
if men “drink not, they have no life in them.” 
Now, air, let us abide strictly by the “law and 


the testimony,” even as Jesus our pattern has | ti 
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done, and consider which 
our luw-giver bas both enjoined and exemplified 
for obedience and salvation. Who is prepared 
to say that the faithful will not take the cup of 
blessing, even in the heavens, and drink wine 
in our heavenly Futher’s Kingdom? Who can 
say thut the river of life that proceeds frum the 
throne of God in the celestial city, shall not be 
employed to perpetuate the remembrance of 
baptismal water of adoption, and even perpet> 
wate sinless purity, hke the leaves of healing 
that grow on the banks of the crystal stream? 

Is it a thing incredible with you, sir, that 
God should reuit sins through baptism? It is 
with difficulty that I can persuade niyself that 
you ure so distrustful of the power or wisdom 
of God? You read and expound the scriptures 
from Subbath to Sabbath. You certainly be- 
lieve that Naaman’s leprosy was washed away 
by water baptism in Jordan; you also must be- 
lieve that men were healed of mortal diseuses, 
by simply looking at a brazen serpent lifted up 
in the wilderness. Do you not believe that the 
walls of Jericho fell down under the simple 
blast of the rams’ horns? and that the simple 
touch of the hem of a garment, or of bandker- 
chiefs,was attended with healing virtue to them 
that believed? 

Why were the learned and devout Judaic 
churches surprised that Peter should proclaim 
to thousands—“ be baptized for the remession 
of your sins?” and, on another occasion, even 
commanded Cornelius, as pious and devout a be- 
liever as yourself, to be baptized in order that 
he might be “ savéd ”—telling the churches in a 
general circular epistle, that baptism would 
save them as much as water saved Noah? Why 
should those same churches withdraw fellow- 
ship from Paul because he believed Annanias, 
saying to him, “arise and be baptized and tash 
away thy sins,” even as your church have dis- 
fellowshipped me,because I believe as Paul did, 
and obey the same gospel which he preached, 
with all its miraculous gifts, blessings, and 
priesthood? The secret and solution of the 
whole surprise of the Judaic and modern 
churches are, tliat doth overlook the efficacious 
simplicity of Christ’s ordinances, and know not 
the “ power of God,” by which a mere look, 
touch, baptismal rite, or the imposition of a 
hand, may secure blessings rich as heaven— 
power as great as Gabriel’s—knowledge as high 
as the throne of God—-and life and felicity as 
endless as eternity! 


| Greatly blessed, sir, is that man commission- 


ed immediately from the heavens to administer 
baptism unto repentance for remission of sins} 
and blessed are they who receive remission of 
sins from the hands of those who act in “Christ’s 
stead.” Hence the gratefol acknowledgements 
of David, repeated by Paul—‘ Blessed are 
they whose iniquities are forgiven, whose sins 
are covered.” Men who obey the gospel are as 
well satisfied that their sins are forgiven thro’ 
baptism, as you, sir, would be satisfied of the 
validity and legality of a deed, signed and seal- 
ed by his excellency the chief magistrate of 
your State. They rejoice in the same, without 
ambiguity or fear of being deceived The spit 
it of bondage and fear (which is in the sec- 
tarian churches) does no longer wither up their 
hope, and blight the joy of their acceptance 
with God. 

The heavens, that before seem clouded with 
dismal forebodings and doubtful omens, that 
kept the excellent Dr. Payson even, on a tu- 
multaous sea of mental .storms and calms, is | 
now clear and tranquil all the day and all the 
year. They rejoice in the Lord ever more; and 
they know of a truth, that by keeping the com- 
mandments of God, their peace is like the gen- 
tle and ever-onward current of a river. Driv- 
fen from “city to city, and from one nation to 
another people;” and “‘every where spoken 
belied, robbed, and arraigned before 

“magistrates” for. thefts, treason, blasphemy, 
&c., they are distressed indeed, but not with 
‘mental doubts and fears. No; far from it; 
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These things, sir, distress their bodies, and 
cause cold, aid nakedness, and hunger, and an 
uncertain dwelling place; but do not by any 
means impair their peace in believing, or their 
joy in the Holy Ghost. None of these things 
move them.

True Grave or Srevpen.—~A bont five miles 
from the village of Steuben N. Y., and in the 
town of that nani, is the grave of the Buron 
de Steuben. In ao five acre wood-land, on a 
hill fenced in; so that the cattle can not enter, 
quietly rest the remains of the Prussian patriot 
and hero. The grave is in the middle of the 
wood, aud was onec covered by a mouument, a 
plain slab, with the following inscriptiov: ‘‘Ma- 
jot-General Frederick William Augustus Baron 
de Steuben.” We visited the grave recently, 
and found the monument tumbled down, and 
things going to andl decay. It Waa an un- 
pleasant sight to stand by the grave of that 
great man and think how negligent our country 
had been of her heroes. There in the wild 
woods, far from the city’s crowd, and by the 
“fair forest stream,” repose the remains of a 
gallant patriot, with nothing but a ruined mass 
of mortat hsm to mark his resting place. 

Baron S n was aid-de-camp to the King 
of Prussia—he Was receiving a salary of $5,- 
000 a year at the time of the Revolutionary 
straggle—his ‘sympathies were enlisted in be- 
half of the infant colonies, and he left his home 
and his situation to serve in the American 
cause, and take the lead of our armies. He’ 
was an able general and an experienced tac- 
tician, and rendered invaluable service to our 
country. Soou after the close of the war, Steu- 
ben retired to private life, and for seven years 
endeavored to prevail ou Congress to remun- 
erate him for his services. At length he re- 
ceived a salary of $2,500 a year, only half of 
that which he relinquished thirteen years before 
to risk all in her service. He located himself 
on the farm and in the township where he died, 
given him by the State of New York. He 
cleared off sixty acres of land, erected a log 
house, and sat down for the remainder of his 
life. With his trusty servants and few friends, 
who still clang to him with more than filial af- 
fection, he watched the current of his years 
drift peacefully away, without a sigh for the 
splendors of royalty he had left behind in the 
old world. 

A tree near the spot where his dwelling stood 
was a favorite of his, and under that tree, in 
summer,he used to pass many of his hours. He 
expressed a wish to be buried when he died un- 
der the tree where he had so often rested while 
living. On the 25th day of November, 1797, 
he was struck with a paralysis, and lived three 
days afterwards. He directed, just before his 
death, that he should be buried in his military 
cloak, with the star of honor, which he always 
wore, placed on his breast. His weeping ser- 
vants and few rustic neighbors formed the pro- 
cession to his solitary place of burial, and there, 
in the still woods, “with his martial cloak 
around him,” and the star flashing on his breast, 
they laid the old warrior down to rest. He 
sleeps well beneath the soil be helped to free. 

His stormy careef was over, and he who had 
passed his life on the battle-field, had not a flag 
to droop over his hearse, or a soldier to dis 
charge @ farewell shot over his grave.

Curious History or Faorrs.— The Nut.— 
The Walnut was originally in England called 
the Gaulnut, having been introducea from 
France. Herbalists used to consider the wal- 
nut efficacious in diseases of the head, becabse 
it bore what they called the signaturé of the. 
head (3. 4, a fancied resemblance, ) the outer 
green skin representing the pericranium; the 
shell within, the skall; and the kernel, the brain. 
Towards the close of the sixteenth century 
walnuts were found more effective than cannon 
balls. The town of Amiens was beseiged by the 
Spaniards, who were then in arms to oppose the 
accession of Henri Quatre to the thfone of 
France. A small number of Spanish soldiers, 
disguised as French peasants, with a eart laden 
Wh sacks of walumts, came to the gate and 
asked permission to sell their walnuts. On the 
gate being opened for them, ome of the sacks, 
which was purposely left untied, fell (as design- 
ed) from the cart, and the French guard, busy- 
ing themselves in picking up the scattered wal- 
nuts, were attacked by the disguised soldiers; 
then a party of Spaniards, who were at hand 
in ambush, rushed forward, surprised and took 
the town.

The iron fingers of her machinery 
spin the most delicate and canuibg laces, and 
the iron arms of her shafts move with huge 
force, accomplishing the labor of hundreds of 
millions of men; bat it is the earbon of her 
coul that has imparted life-like force and ditec- 
tion to the cold, hard metal, and thus enabled 
England, while only having to support a pop- 
ulation of 25,000,000, to perform an amount of 
physical labor more than equal to that of all the 
humatt beings in the world unaided by machin- 
ery. All the teeming swarins of ber Indian 
possessions, consuming as they do and must,pef» 
form not half the valuable labor for the world 
that her coal, generating the motive power of 
steam, ig momentarily effecting. This it is that 
rears all the wealth of the British tattfuctur- 
ers,.and the peaceful arts of industry, and it is 
this that enables her to carry so easily her un- 
heard-of public debt, fight battles all over tho 
world, and act campaigns to a successful 
issue, in spite of her namerical feeblencss.—

“Tae Great Cenrrat Sea iw Tropica, Af 
rica.—In the Calwer Missionbdlatt, with some 
letters from Dr. Rebman, dated the 13th and 
30th of April, there is a map forwarded by the 
learned missionary. On this map, between the 
equator and 10 deg. south latitude, and be . 
ween the 38d and 30th meridian, lies an iar 
mense sea, without outlet, twice as large as the 
Black sea, including the dea of Azoff. It is dew 
ignated Ukerewo, @r Inner. sea, and the well 
known Nijassa sea appears as a small bay on the 
south-east. Dr. Rebman refers to a map in de. 
tail which his companion, Dr. Erhardt, is bring- 
ing to Europe. This great discovery, the com 
sequences Of which can hardly be estimated, 
bas rested hitherto on the testimony of the na- 
tives of both shores of the Inner sea, with 
whom the missionaries came in contact. Dr. 
A. Petermann remarks, in a letter in the 
Atheneum, that the African geographer, Mr. 
Covley, argtted long ago for the eXistence of a 
single great sea in the centre of Equatorial Af- 
rica. 

Iururrry ann Diszase.—Those 
warm climates in which consumption is really 
less frequent than in cold, derive the compar- 
ative immunity simply from the people being 
forced by the great heats to live more in an un- 
polluted atmosphere. It is not sending people 
to warm climates that always cures consomp- 
tion, it is sending them to pate air. To con 
fine consumptive persons to close, heated apert- 
ments,is. but to hasten the ravages of their dis- 
ease. On the contrary, they should live as 
much as possible in the open air. It is illusory 
to think of curiog the consumptive by means 
of food or even medicine, withoat the amplest 
access to the free, fresh air. An ounce of 
oxygen 1s worth tuns of fish oil or iodine, or 
any amount'of respirators.

Forruer PARTICULARS oy THE Watsonviitz Tra- 
expr. A correspon@ent of the Santa Cruz Sentinel de- 
scribes the recent affair at great length. It seems to 
have been a regular war of races. 


On the morning of the 206th October, some six or 
seven Spaniards rode through the village of Pajaro. 
‘The Americans sallied forth from their place of ren- 
desvous with guns and revolvers, some with one in 
each hand, demanded the parties to stop. Firing 
commenced, and in a few minutes there were from 
fifteen to twenty shots fired. Thé Americans say 
that the Span ee 
Americans fired upon them, and y returned the 
fire. The company divided; part returned to Mon- 
terey county, one up the road to Santa Crus. 
Chase was immediately instituted. A company went 
into Monterey county, and after gearching the hills 
until they had despairéd of success,and had taken the 
Monterey road back, they met three Spaniards, ar- 


rested and took them to and after marching 
and parading thet aroutid for several hours, they 
let them go 


went up the road, left a bloody trail. 
made with due diapatch, and fullowing the trail 

a mile or 80, they found the wounded horsé tina 

to go farther, and also the saddle, bearing marks of 
violence, cruelty and blood. It was then ascertained; 
by the Spaniards, who owned the house, of his 
whereabouts. They pursued, found him at his cabin, 
and succeeded in ng him, and brought him to 
town. Upon their return, the prisoner was lashed 
to a liberty pole for an hour or so. During this time, 


the Aniericans were engaged in finding a jury, for it 
appeared settled that the prisoner must be and 
dealt with ina summary manner. After some dis- 


cussion, the Couft broke up Without doing any thing, 
Next day, October 27th, the crowd begati to as- 


semble at nine o'clock. The charge preferred against. 
the prisoner, as stated by the writer in the Sentind, 
was as follows: 


“That he, with a of Spaniards on Sunday 
morning, were y passing through Watson- 
ville, and near the Ball Alley they were mict by 
company of Americans and ordered to stop, upon 
which the prisoner is charged with dfuwing his re- 
volver and commence firing.”’ 

After much consultation, it was between 
the Americans and Spaniards, that the prisoner have 
all the benefits of the law, arid the Spaniards employ- 
ed counsel for the defendent. Thus things continued 
until about nine o’elock, the hour set for trial; when 
one of the guards came out of the prisoner's room 
and said to tie gentlemen on the outside of the door, 
that he had let the.prisuner go, that he saw it was 
no use to take a vote. , 

Then ensved a scene that beggars all —e 
The prisoner was gone, and pursuit was 
stantly, with rifles, shot guns, revolvérs, etc. Firing 
commenced almost indiscriminately ,at the iards 
and thé prisoner, and think that I saw and heard at 
least one hundted shote‘ired. If a man had chron- 
icled all the re that came back, he would have 
been led to believe that the most of the Americans 
were shot or shot at, some by Spaniards with red 
shirts, others a grey or brown ofie, arid I presume 
that some had no shirts at all. : 

After following the prisouet for about five hundred 
yards with almost an incessant blaze, they at last 
captured him near the bank of the Pajaroriver. They 
tied a rope around his neck, and in that manner 
brought him back and tied him like a horse to one 
of the poste in front of a hotel, and after some swag.

Ix a recent review of Mrs, Ferrie’ work, en- 
titled “‘Tbhe Mormons at Home,” Reynolds’s 
Miscellany, has the following remarks :— 

“ Now, shall we of the Old World ever re- 
ceive a report of the doings at Salt Lake City 
in which it will be reasonable to put our trust? 
Deep as our interest is in any picture of the 
Mormons at home, and certain as the sale of 
any fair account of these strange people would 
be, we have received nothing beyond surface’ 
views or wretched caricatures. Yet we know 
scarcely any topic likely to engage the hearts of 
gaod and thoughtful persons more deeply than 
this question of Mormon life: its moral nature, 
its mode of action, and its share of success. 
The Mormons, who are nearly to a man and 
woman of Anglo-Saxon blood, have departed 
from the midst of us and set up & new system 
in the depths of the wilderness—shaking off our 
laws, our customs, our letters, and our God. 
These extraordinary people have made for 
themselves a new scheme of life, based on new 
ideas, all of ‘them contrary to our Old World 
wisdom, and some of them most repugnant to 
our domestic instincts. We want to know how 
this system works. Do the wives live in ori- 


cats? Do the husbands liye in peace in their 
western harems, in health and freedom? Are 
the homes clean and cosy, the chijdren well 
trained and obedient? Such questions occur 
to the mind even before the other and higher 
questions about faith and salvation. Bat, un- 
happily, we have no answer—at least none that 
we can trast—to these deeply-exciting queries.

ercise; it was so seldom that thread could be 
obtained.’ All this isin such contradiction to 
the glowing ball room festivities described 
above, that we must leave our readers in the 
same doubt that we are ourselyes—whether 
Zion, Nauvoo, or any place in particular is in- 
tended :—of the famous Temple she says not 
one word. In this place, wherever it may bave 
been, she represents Joe Smith as being killed 
—aunder entirely fabuloas circumstances:—of 
that occurrence, at least, we have other and au- 
thentic records;—and the ‘ Wife of the Mor- 
mon Elder’ is entirely wrong in every one of 
her details,—also in her account of the inci- 
dents that followed the Prophet’s death; and 
the circumstances under which they were driv- 
en out of the place, after a melodramatic cer- 
emony, by which, holding up their hands, the. 
Elders were made to repeat a horrible oath, 
binding their souls to death and everlasting tor- 
ments if they were not out of the country iu 
the space of a month. The death of Joe Smith, 
as authentically recorded, is that the people in 
the neighborhood of Nanvoo rose up as they 
had done against Zion in Missouri. Joe Smith, 
his two brothers, and two of his followers, de- 
livered themselves up to the Governor to stand 
their trial for the offences alleged against them. 
It was to save effusion of blood on both sides. 
The Governor pledged himself to protect them 
from personal violence, and they were lodged 
in the jail at Carthage. The mob, strong and 
infuriated, overpowered the executive govern- 
mevt; broke into the jail, and shot Joe and 
Hyram Smith,—the latter within the walls, 
and the former as he was attempting to escape 
through the window. There was no galloping 
about on horseback with an abducted female 
behind him, and a mele ala ‘Timour the Tar- 
tar,’ as represented by the ‘Elder’s Wife.’ The 
entire book of the ‘ Elder’s Wife’ bears intrin- 
sic evidence that she has never seen any of the 
people she describes nor any of the places thro’ 
which she professes to have travelled. Her des- 
cription of the grand march of this innumerable 
band of men, women, and children, driven 
away from their homes at a month’s warning, 
through an unexplored tract of country, a- 
cross the Rocky Mountains, through the ter- 
rible ‘South Pass,’—a march to which the ‘Re- 
treat of the Ten Thousand ’ was like a holiday 


The details have no sort of individual portrai- 
ture—nothing circumstantial; they are vague 
generalities, as meagre and Feeble as a school- 
girl’s letter. Those incidents, which are given 
in minute detail, all relate to seutimental diffi- 
culties and love passages among the vhrious 
characters—some lawful and others illicit,—all 
bearing upon the law of polygamy:—the men 
seeking to profit by the new state of things, to 
increase their harems,—the old original wives 
rebelling against the new law,—the young maid- 
ens strenuous to marry the man of their choice, 
—a few audacious young women endeavoring to 
seduce men from their matrimonial allegiance 
for no better reason than devilish mischief, be- 
cause they are said to be attached to them. 
These are the main incidents. There are a few 
adventures with Indians,—extremely ill done, 


little or nothing of Indian customs and Indian 
warfare. A diligent study of Cooper’s novels 
would alone have taught her better. This por- 
tion of the book is written-in a confused, idle, 
careless manner, Nothing is touched upon that 
would naturally have struck the most careless 
or indifferent bystander. Nothing is said of 
all the dangers, difficulties, and uncertainties of 


a strong fanatic faith and in obedience to a re- 
ligious idea,—the motive which could alone have 
been strong enough to bind them together and 
carry them through to the promised land—a 
land which their leaders themselves only knew 
by report. No notice is taken of anything 
worthy of note. Arrived at Utah, there is no 
account of the place, nor any description of the 
city. After a few vague generalities aboat the 
“camp preseoting a busy spectacle,” she mere- 
ly adds, “In less time than could have been an- 
ticipated, we had comfortable houses.” This is 
all she says of that distant city.
